At about 1C:3C A November 23, 19^3, I attended my first interview 
with Cnwaid. Present during the interview at the Homicide Division, Dallas 
Police Danart 2 K 2 .it, were Special Aye at Jim Hoc' incut, ?3I; Cant air. Will Frits, 
Homicide Division, Dallas Police Department; U. S. Marshal Robert Hash; 

SA Davie Grant and SAIC Sorrels; and Officers Icyd and Hall of Caotain 
Frits' o detail. The interview was not recorded. Mr. Sorrels and' my nreser.ee 
’was as observers, since Oswald was being hold for murder and his custody and 
isverreyation at that time was the responsibility of the Dallas Police De- 
partment. 

In response to questions put by Captain Frits, Oswald said that im- 
mediaueay ax ter havi.ny left the building where he worked , he went by bus to

that day and Oswald then changed his story and said that when he got on the 
bus he found it was going toe slow and after two blocks he got off the bus 
and took a cab to his home; that he passed the time with the cab driver and 
that the cab driver had told him that the President was shot. He caHd a cab 
fare of S5p. 

In response to questions, he stated that this was the first time he had 
ever ridden in a cab since a bus was always available. He said he went home, 
changed his trousers ar.d shirt, put his shirt in a drawer. This was a red 
shirt, and he put it with his dirty clothes. He described the shirt as 
having a button down collar and of reddish color. The trousers were '-rev 
colored. ° J 

He said he ate his lunch with 'the colored boys who worked with him. 

He described cr.e of them as "Junior", a colored bey, and the other -was a 
little short negro boy. He said his lunch consisted of cheese, bread, fruit 
and apples, and was the only package he had with him when he went to work.

He denied that hejnad ever joined the Communist party; that he never had a 
Communist card, ue did belong to the American Civil Liberties Unicrf'and had 
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-.aid 05 a '-ear dues. Ha stated that he had boughi. the pistol that was 
■’’ound" in his nossessior. vhen he was arrested about seven ir.onz.hs ago. 

He "refused to' answer ar.y questions concerning tha pistol or a gun until 
he tailed to a lawyer. 

Oswald seated that at various other tir.es he had been thoroughly 
interrogated by the 231; that they had used all the usual interrogation 
nr net ices and all their standard opera tins procedure; that he was very 
familiar wish interrogation, ar.d he had no intention of answering any 
questions concerning any shooting; that he h.new he did not have to answer 
tier, and that he would not answer any questions until he had oeer. given 
esur-oei. He stated that the FBI had used their hard ar.d soft approach ^to 
him, they used the buddy system; that he was familiar wish all types ci 
questioning and had no intention of mating any statements. He said that 
in the oast three weeks 'when the FBI had talked to his wife, they were 
abusive' and impolite; that they had frightened his wife and he considered 
their activities obnoxious. He stated that he wanted to contact a Mr. Ab u , ^ 
a Hew "crl-: lawyer whom he did not knew but who naa defenaed tns Smith .-ct 
"victims" in IJaJ or 1$50 in connection with a conspiracy against the ^ 
Government; that Abt would understar.— wnat enis case was ai_ aoout anu mti. 
he would give him an excellent defense. He statec in returning a question 
about his former addresses that he lived at uJOT Magazine Street m i.ew 
Orleans at cr.e time and worked for the william Riley Company; that he was 
arrested ir. Haw Orleans for disturbing the peace and paid a $10 fine while 
he was demonstrating for the Fair Play for Cuba Committee; that he had a 
fight with some anti-Castro refugees and that they were released while he 
was fined. 



goer, ruestioning by Captain Frits, he said, "I nave no views on tne 
President." "My wife and I like the president’s family. They are in- 
teresting people. I have my own views on the President's national policy. 

I have a right to express my views but because of the charges I do not 
think I should comment further." Oswald said "I am not a malcontent; 
nothing irritated me about the President." He said that during IJoP he was 
interviewed by tha FBI and that he at that time refused to take a polygraph 
ar.d that he did not intend to take a polygraph test for the Balias police. 

At this time Captain Frits showed a Selective Service Card that was taker, cut 
of his wallet which bore the name of Alex Hide 11 3 Oswald refused tc discuss 
this after being asked for an explanation If" 10 , both by Fritz ar.d oy James 
Bookkcut, the FBI Agent. I asked him if he viewed the parade and he said he 
had not. I then asked him if he had shot the President and he said he had r.ot. 
I asked him if he had shot Governor Connaily and he said he had .not. Ha did 
not intend to answer further questions without counsel and that if he could not 
get Abt, then he would hope that the Civil Liberties Union would give him an 
attorney to represent him. At that point Captain Fritz terminated the inter- 
view at about 11:30 A.M. , 11-23-63 • 
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
